GUATEMALA CITY, GUATEMALA - Delay­ 
ed — If you’d like to roll b a c k the centuries and 
step behind the curtain of history, come down to 
this “Land of Eternal Spring” and

I’ve just returned to this capital city after a 
few days in the highlands mingling with descend­ 
ants of the ancient Mayans, who 2,000 years ago 
fashioned one of civilization’s great cultures, 
I'm not about to go native, in a way of speak­ 
ing, but I’ve got to hand it to the Indians.They’ve 
had something going for themselves since long 
before Columbus started gadding about and the 
Spaniards came this way for conquest and riches 
In the early 1500’s.

Bristol Township’s 1965 budget is 
expected to produce plenty of 
fireworks, particularly from the 
minority commissioners in re­ 
gards to a proposed $1,200 sal­ 
ary increase for township man­ 
ager Ronald Zweig. 
The SI, 659,530 budget .calling 
for a lVfc-mill decrease in real 
(state taxes, will be aired at

The budget stipulates a 14'/<r 
mill tax rate for general pur­ 
poses and one mill for fire pro­ 
tection. The 15J4 mills means 
approximately $46 50 annually to 
the average homeowner in Bris­ 
tol Township.

Republican 
Commissioners 
Harry W. Fawkes and Charles 
Worthington and Democrats Jo­ 
seph Bellerby and Larry Cera- 
soli are expected to “ rip apart” 
the budget drawn up by Zweig. 
Their chief target will be the 
m anager’s officer. The proposed 
budget calls for Zweig’s salary 
to remain at $12,000, but the 
Democratic majority, in execu­ 
tive session last week, voted to 


give the manager a IO percent 
or $1,200 raise. 
The budget also calls for the 
creation of an assistant town­ 
ship manager at a 
salary of 
$6,200 annually. Richard Laffer­ 
ty has been interning as Zweig’s 
assistant for the past several 
months. 


Zweig was appointed manag­ 
er on Feb. 28, 1964 at the $12,000 
salary, succeeding Vincent H. 
Hartley who drew $10,000

Observatory 
Craft Orbits 


CAPE KENNEDY 
(UPI) — 
The United States today orbited 
a patched - up observatory to 
survey the sun and the solar 
rays that support life on earth 
but threaten man in space. 
The 545-pound satellite was 
shot into 
an orbit where its 
eyes and sensors will be well 
above earth’s 
veil of 
atmos­ 
phere for a view of the fiery 
star unmatched by ground ob­ 
servatories.
